The artificial harbors made pos- 
sible the Allied successes in the 
pattle of France by solving one of 
the most important supply prod- 
lems. Through them, according 
to headquarters of communica- 
tions zone of the European thea- 
ter of operations, a greater ton- 
nage was hauled over the beaches 
than could have been unloaded in 
almost any of the great continen- 
tal ports. : 

For months before D-day, Cpl.
